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1 . CAPETOWN TALKS - 

WESTERN FIVE AMBASSADORS MET WITH SYG WALDHEIM MAY 5, 

AND AMB MCHENRY BRIEFED THE SYG ON CAPETOWN TALKS. WALDHEIM 
APPRECIATED THE DIFFICULTIES, HOPED THE PRESENT LINE OF APPROACH 
WOULD LEAD TO A SOLUTION, AND WANTED TO KNOW WHETHER THE 
APPOINTMENT OF A UN REPRESENTATIVE WOULD BE SUBJECT 
TO SOUTH AFRICAN APPROVAL. HE ALSO ASKED PARTICULARLY ABOUT 
BRIEFING OF SWAPO. COMMENTING THAT SECURING THEIR COOPERATION 
WAS ESSENTIAL BUT MIGHT PROVE THE MOST DIFFICULT PART OF 
THE OPERATION. THEY WOULD BE RELUCTANT TO ACCEPT SOMETHING

FARAH ENJOYED GOOD PERSONAL RELATIONS WITH BOTH THE 
SOUTH AFRICANS AND SWAPO. WALDHEIM CONCLUDED BY SAYING HE 
WOULD DO HIS BEST TO HEOP, BUT MUST BE CAREFUL TO REMAIN 
IMPARTIAL. ALTHOUGH THE FORMAL REACTION OF THE SYG AND HIS 
ADVISERS WAS UNDERSTANDABLY CAUTIOUS, FARAH REMARKED PRIVATELY 
TO MURRAY (UK), "YOU HAVE ACHIEVED MIRACLES.” 

WESTERN FIVE AMBASSADORS AGREED TO SEVERAL CHANGES SUGGESTED 
BY CAPITALS TO TEXT OF TALING POINTS FOR BRIEFINGS BY CONTACT 
GROUP. THE CONTACT GROUP DECIDED THAT ADDITIONAL EFFORT 
SHOULD BE MADE TO CONTACT SAM NUJOMA TO BRIEF HIM ON RESULTS 
OF CAPETOWN TALKS. (CONFIDENTIAL - USUN 1374, 1390, 1397) 

2. FRG COUNSELOR REPORTS ON WINDHOEK CONTACTS - 

FRG MISSION COUNSELOR VERGAU, WHO STOPPED IN WINDHOEK ON HIS 
RETURN TO NEW YORK FROM THE CAPETOWN TALKS, REPORTED TO THE 
WESTERN FIVE AMBASSADORS. HE POINTED OUT THAT IN HIS CONVERSATIONS 
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HE HAD INDICATED HE HAD NO MANDATE FOR TALKS ON THE CAPETOWN 

RESULTS AND THAT HE DID NOT PASS ON ANY INFORMATION ABOUT 

THOSE RESULTS. AFTER EXTENSIVE TALKS IN WINDHOEK. HE CONCLUDED 

THAT THE POLITICAL SITUATION IN NAMIBIA PRESENTS A PICTURE 

OF TOTAL CONFUSION. NO ONE WAS PREPARED FOR THE CAPETOWN 

RESULTS. TURNHALLE POLITICIANS AND THEIR SUPPORTERS ARE 

EXASPERATED TO THE POINT OF OCCASIONALLY VENTING THEIR ANGER

12. COMMITTEE AGAINST APARTHEID - 

CHAIRMAN HARRIMAN REPORTED TO THE COMMITTEE MAY 4 ON HIS 
MISSION TO SWEDEN, NORWAY, DENMARK AND FINLAND FOR CONSULTATIONS 
ON THE INTERNATIONAL CAMPAIGN AGAINST APARTHEID. HE DESCRIBED 
THE CONSULTATIONS AS "MOST ENCOURAGING AND, INDEED, INSPIRING," 

AND COMMENDED THE FOUR NORDIC COUNTRIES FOR THEIR POLITICAL 
AND MATERIAL SUPPORT TO THE CAMPAIGN. HE MADE REFERENCE TO 
NATO AND SOUTH AFRICA, AS A MATTER WHICH HAD COME UP IN THE 
CONSULTATIONS, AND RECALLED REPORTS THAT DURING THE SOUTH 
AFRICAN INVASION OF ANGOLA THE NATO COUNCIL HELD DISCUSSIONS 
REGARDING THE SITUATION. AS THE NATO COUNCIL OF MINISTERS 
WAS DUE TO MEET SOON IN LOND, HE VENTURED TO HOPE THAT
